Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circiunstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1956. 

The  report  has  been  written  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
19/56  dated  11th  December,  1956.  The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  under  review  were 
as  follows,  for  comparison  the  1955  figures  are  included  in  brackets  : — 

The  Population  (Registrar-General’s  mid  year  estimate)  is  26,240,  (23,830)  an 
increase  of  2,410,  and  the  Vital  Statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure.  The 
Birth  Rate  was  22.92  (23.06),  but  there  was  an  actual  increase  in  Live  Births  by  77. 
The  Corby  Birth  Rate  has  been  compared  to  that  of  England  and  Wales  for  the  past 
eighteen  years  (Page  10). 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  4.15  (4.78)  giving  an  actual  decrease  by  5 deaths.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  22.35  (20.35),  this  shows  an  increase  on  last  year  and  it  means 
that  this  year  there  were  16  deaths  as  compared  to  13  in  1955.  See  Summary  of  Vital 
Statistics  for  seven  year  period  1950  to  1956  inclusive  (Page  12).  There  were  again 
no  deaths  recorded  under  the  heading  of  Maternal  Mortality  which  is  very  satisfactory 
see  Summary  of  Vital  Statistics  (page  12),  which  indicates  one  Maternal  Death  since 
1952. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  are  submitted  by  your  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  are  described  in  Sections  C,  D and  E.  Section  D also 
includes  an  article  on  the  present  position  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  in  the  District. 

Section  C includes  information  from  your  Engineer  and  Surveyor  on  Sewerage 
and  Sewage  Disposal,  Surface  Water  Drainage,  Burial  Ground  and  Mortuary. 

Section  D also  contains  information  on  the  Housing  Position,  these  figures  were 
submitted  by  your  Housing  Manager  and  the  Corby  Development  Corporation. 

Section  F deals  with  the  prevalence  of,  and  control  over.  Infectious  Diseases. 
I wish  to  draw  your  attention  also  to  the  Table  on  Page  33  which  indicates  the  Number 
of  Cases  of  Tuberculosis  (Respiratory  and  Non-Respiratory)  notified  during  the  years 
1944-1956  inclusive,  also  to  the  Table  (Pages  31  and  32)  which  tabulates  the  incidence  of 
Respiratory  and  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  in  Corby  since  1939  and  also  shows 
the  Mass  Radiography  Survey  in  Corby  with  the  findings  of  the  1954  Survey  for 
comparison. 

Section  G gives  information  about  the  different  Voluntary  Welfare  Services 
working  in  Corby. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  and  Mr.  Wilkinson  for  information 
supplied  for  this  report.  I should  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Blackall  and  staff  for  assistance 
on  many  matters  throughout  the  year.  Finally,  I appreciate  very  much  the  assistance 
received  from  Miss  Langley  in  compiling  this  report.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  Supplies. — 4 houses  lack  main  water  supplies  and  obtain  water 
from  wells.  Two  are  situated  in  an  isolated  part  of  Thoroughsale  Wood,  the 
other  two  in  Corby  village.  Each  of  the  latter  was  tenanted  by  an  elderly 
widow,  one  of  them  being  the  owner/occupier.  Both  houses  were  subject  to 
action  under  slum  clearance. 

The  tenants  of  the  isolated  houses  who  share  one  well,  practiced  rough 
chlorination.  Of  11  samples  taken  during  the  year,  9 were  satisfactory  ; of 
the  other  two  samples,  one  contained  70  b.coli  and  ^e  other  1 1 b.coli.  There 
were  no  faecal  coh.  6 samples  were  taken  from  the  two  wells  in  the  village, 
all  of  which  showed  heavy  pollution  with  b.coh  and  faecal  coh.  One  tenant 
ceased  using  the  well  water,  obtaining  her  supplies  from  a neighbour.  The 
other  tenant  always  boiled  her  drinking  water. 

14  houses,  all  in  the  village  area,  obtain  their  water  supply  from  stand- 
pipes. All  other  houses  have  piped  main  supphes  inside  the  houses. 

The  Mid-Northamptonshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  town’s 
supply.  6 samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Swimming  Pool. — The  only  swimming  pool  in  the  district  is  at  the 
Uppingham-Corby  Boys’  Club  and  is  used  exclusively  by  the  members  of 
the  club.  It  is  an  open  air  pool  and  is  only  in  operation  during  the  summer 
months.  Satisfactory  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  are  provided  and  five 
samples  of  the  pool  water  taken,  whilst  the  pool  was  in  use,  were  reported 
satisfactory. 

Two  large  and  deep  water-filled  pits  (‘The  Clayholes’),  are  used  for 
unauthorised  bathing  in  the  summer.  Samples  taken  in  July  and  August

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — In  anticipation  of  the  Corby  Devel- 
opment Corporation’s  new  residential  development  reaching  the  northerly 
part  of  the  ‘Beanfield’  neighbourhood  area  in  the  early  months  of  1957,  the 
Council  entered  into  a contract  for  laying  a branch  foul  water  sewer,  12  ins. 
diameter  and  700  yards  in  length,  to  provide  the  necessary  outlet  for  drainage. 
As  a result  of  the  additional  discharge  into  the  middle  valley,  there  would 
have  been  a danger  of  overloading  the  existing  main  sewer  and  a new  relief 
sewer,  820  yards  long  of  15  ins.,  18  ins.  and  21  ins.  diameter  pipes  was  also 
included  in  the  same  contract.  Progress  with  this  work  was  good  and  the 
construction  of  both  sewers  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Sewage  from  the  northerly  part  of  the  Urban  District  is  conveyed  for 
purification  treatment  by  way  of  a pumping  station  and  rising  mains.  The 
pumping  installation  and  associated  mains  and  gravity  sewers  are  already 
working  to  capacity  and  steps  taken  by  the  Development  Corporation  for 
opening  up  and  building  on  the  Earlstrees  industrial  area  indicated  an  early 
need  of  further  works  of  main  sewerage  in  this  part  of  the  District. 

The  Council  examined  alternative  schemes,  one  providing  for  the  en- 
largement of  the  existing  pumping  installations  together  with  additional 
sewers  and  pumping  mains,  the  other  for  a new  deep  sewer,  constructed  for 
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much  of  its  length  in  tunnel,  and  draining  most  of  the  northerly  area  by 
gravity.  In  view  of  the  ultimate  savings  on  electricity  and  plant  maintenance, 
the  Council  decided  to  seek  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  to  the  latter  scheme,  which  would  leave  only  a small 
proportion  of  the  present  and  future  flow  requiring  to  be  pumped. 

There  was  some  delay  in  the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  treatment 
works,  commenced  early  in  1955,  but  the  Contract  was  near  the  point  of 
completion  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  plant  would  be  in  full  operation 
within  a matter  of  a few  weeks. 

Surface  Water  Drainage. — The  proposals  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  1955  for  the  widening,  re-grading  and 
culverting  of  a length  of  watercourse  in  the  middle  valley  received  approval 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  authority  was  given  to  go  out  to  tender  for 
the  execution  of  the  works. 

In  view  of  the  danger  of  flooding  in  this  part  of  the  District,  the  Council 
is  treating  the  scheme  of  improvements  as  a matter  of  urgency,  with  the 
object  of  commencing  work  in  the  spring  of  next  year. 

Burial  Ground  and  Mortuary. — The  first  interments  took  place 
during  the  year  at  the  Council’s  new  Shire  Lodge  Lawn  Cemetery. 

Due  to  shortage  of  technical  staff"  for  the  design  of  works  of  building 
construction,  no  progress  was  made  towards  the  provision  of  a new  mortuary. 
The  Council  is  keenly  aware  of  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  the  existing 
mortuary  facilities  and  hopes  to  be  able  to  proceed  with  a scheme  for  new 
accommodation  in  the  near  future. 

Public  Cleansing. — The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible 
for  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  salvage,  street  cleansing  and  public  con- 
veniences. Apart  from  weeks  including  public  holidays,  a weekly  collection 
of  all  refuse  was  maintained.  Due  to  the  contemporary  type  of  development 
on  the  housing  estates,  the  average  ‘carry’  from  bin  stance  to  kerb  is  very 
high  in  comparison  with  other  towns,  and  results  in  higher  collecting  costs. 
Distances  of  over  200  feet  have  been  measured,  and  100  feet  can  be  accepted 
as  average. 

All  refuse  is  tipped  in  disused  ironstone  workings  outside  the  urban 
boundary.  The  acquisition  of  a Bristol  Angledozer  to  supplement  the  Chase- 
side  shovel  ensured  practically  100%  controlled  tipping.  All  covering 
materials  must  be  dug  at  the  site  as  no  ashes  or  similar  materials  are  freely 
available.  Preparations  are  well  in  hand  for  the  transfer  of  refuse  disposal  to 
a new  site  within  the  urban  boundary  early  in  1957. 

Salvage — from  houses  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as  refuse,  trailers 
being  employed.  That  from  other  premises  is  collected  by  a special  vehicle. 
The  introduction  of  the  trailer  system  and  a bonus  scheme  more  than 
doubled  the  recovery  of  paper  as  compared  with  1955. 

Manual  cleansing  of  footpaths  improved  slightly  during  the  year  due  to 
the  recruitment  of  extra  labour.  The  main  duty  here  was  to  pick  up  litter 
dropped  by  the  public.  The  cleansing  of  carriageways  was  not  as  good  as  in 
past  years  because  one  of  the  two  mechanical  sweepers  proved  very  un- 
rehable.  A new  machine  was  ordered  and  will  be  delivered  early  in  1957. 

Attention  must  again  be  drawn  to  the  shortage  of  public  conveniences, 
and  the  very  unsatisfactory  condition  of  those  situated  in  Rockingham  Road. 
No  new  conveniences  were  provided  during  the  year,  although  one  set 
should  be  in  use  in  January,  1957.  Although  over  4,400  houses  have  been 
erected  since  1946,  only  one  new  public  convenience  in  the  town  centre  has 
been  provided  in  the  same  period.

A very  high  proportion  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  owned  by  the 
Council,  the  Development  Corporation  or  the  local  steel  company.  Those 
owned  by  the  Council  and  the  Corporation  are  mostly  post-war;  those  owned 
by  the  steel  company  are  pre-war.  The  latter  operate  an  efficient  maintenance 
service  which  is  reflected  in  the  small  number  of  complaints  regarding 
defects. 

558  informal  notices  were  served  for  defective  dustbins,  of  which  529 
were  complied  with.  200  related  to  Council  houses,  340  to  the  steel  company’s 
houses,  and  the  remainder  to  private  houses.  Statutory  notices  were  served 
on  the  owners  of  five  houses  for  the  clearance  of  a choked  public  sewer  and 
this  was  complied  with. 

Vermin. — No  case  of  bed  bug  infestation  was  found  during  the  year. 
Complaints  from  tenants  regarding  vermin  were  confined  to  such  as  crickets 
and  ants. 

Camps  and  Hostels. — Two  hostels  and  one  hutted  camp  are  situated 
within  the  district.  One  of  the  hostels  also  has  one  dormitory  hut  within  its 
grounds.  All  accommodation  is  for  men  only.  One  hostel  is  owned  by  the 
local  steel  company,  the  other  by  the  Church  Army,  and  the  camp  by  a firm 
of  contractors.

Both  hostels  are  of  a very  high  standard.  Whilst  not  of  a high  standard 
structurally,  the  camp  has  satisfactory  sanitary  amenities  and  equipment  is 
well  kept.  All  three  premises  are  well  maintained  and  conducted. 

Moveable  Dwellings. — One  trailer  caravan  is  licensed.  A similar 
caravan  was  granted  a licence  but  the  planning  authority  refused  planning 
consent.  In  co-operation  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  the  tenant  of  an 
vmlicensed  caravan  was  compelled  to  leave  the  area.  Several  caravans  are 
sited  temporarily  on  building  sites  and  used  by  contractors’  staffs  ; all  are 
well  kept. 

Schools. — Over  a number  of  years  efforts  had  been  made  to  improve 
the  sanitary  conveniences  at  the  original  village  school.  These  included  six 
trough  closets.  The  Council  decided  to  let  the  Ministry  of  Education  know 
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of  the  circumstances  and  this  apparently  had  the  desired  effect  as  the  con- 
veniences were  in  course  of  demolition  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  new  re- 
placements were  planned. 

Public  Houses. — Arising  from  the  Food  Hygiene  Regxolations  survey, 
several  public  houses  were  inspected,  including  all  pre-war  premises.  One  of 
these  latter  is  to  be  demolished  and  another  one  rebuilt.  All  premises  inspected 
were  found  to  be  very  satisfactory  as  regards  cleanliness. 

Disinfection. — There  are  no  local  facilities  for  disinfecting  large 
quantities  of  clothing,  bedding  etc.  When  necessary,  such  duties  are  carried 
out  by  the  Borough  of  Kettering  at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 

The  Government  of  Latvia  requires  a ‘Certificate  of  Disinfection’  to 
accompany  any  second  hand  clothing  sent  to  that  country.  As  the  parcels 
are  only  small,  the  department  undertook  this  work  for  the  local  Latvian 
Society  at  a nominal  fee  to  cover  costs  of  materials  used. 

Shops  Act,  1950. — The  Council  is  responsible  only  for  Section  38. 
The  number  of  inspections  (119)  was  much  higher  than  in  previous  years 
and  was  due  to  the  survey  of  food  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regu- 
lations 1955.  Very  little  attention  could  be  paid  to  non-food  premises. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. — Two  licences  were  issued  during  the  year 
to  the  occupiers  of  a shop  and  a market  stall.  2 inspections  were  made  and 
no  control  action  was  required.

Atmospheric  Pollution. — A fully-integrated  steel  manufacturing  plant 
with  its  associated  steel  tube  works  is  the  sole  major  industrial  concern  in  or 
adjacent  to  the  town.  Apart  from  a tarmacadam  manufactory  (immediately 
outside  the  urban  boundary)  and  a chemical  plant,  other  industries  in  the 
town  are  very  small  and  are  not  sources  of  any  significant  air  pollution. 

Inside  the  steel  and  tube  plants,  coal  as  a fuel  is  used  only  in  the  works’ 
locomotives.  The  steel  works  produces  blast  furnace  and  coke  oven  gas 
which  are  the  major  fuels  in  the  various  processes.  Other  fuels  are  oil  and 
electricity.  Thus,  apart  from  locomotive  and  the  coke  ovens,  there  are  no 
sources  of  appreciable  industrial  smoke  pollution.  This  coupled  with  the 
fact  that  the  town  is  isolated  from  any  industrial  conurbation,  results  in  the 
town  not  having  a smoke  pollution  problem.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  a 
serious  grit  and  dust  pollution  problem  and,  to  a lesser  degree,  one  of  sulphur. 

The  Council  installed  pollution  measuring  instruments  in  1948.  During 
1956  three  standard  deposit  gauges  and  five  lead  peroxide  instruments  were 
operated.  All  but  one  of  the  PbO  gauges  have  been  operated  on  fixed  sites 
since  1949.  Thanks  are  due  to  Messrs.  Stewarts  & Lloyds  Ltd.  who  have 
undertaken  the  collection  and  analyses  of  the  standard  deposit  gauges.

Domestic  Pollution. — Because  the  quantity  of  solid  and  liquid  fuel 
used,  and  the  volume  of  gases  containing  sulphur  produced  and  consumed 
at  the  local  steel  works  are  more  or  less  constant  throughout  the  year,  the 
consistent  higher  sulphur  readings  in  the  winter  as  compared  with  the 
summer  at  the  two  school  gauges  are  presumed  to  be  due  to  domestic  grates. 
The  average  seasonal  difference  over  the  7 years  is  58.6%. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  with  a view  to  setting  up  smoke- 
free  areas. 

Diesel  Oil  Fumes. — The  procedure  adopted  in  1955  for  drawing  the 
attention  of  transport  operators  to  abnormal  emission  of  exhaust  fumes  from 
diesel  vehicles  in  the  district  was  continued  on  a small  scale.  15  such  notifi- 
cations were  issued  which  must  be  only  a small  fraction  of  vehicles  offending 
within  the  urban  area.

Total  weight  surrendered — 1 ton,  1 cwt.,  0 qrs.,  4 lbs 
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421  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  the  above  foodstuffs.  All 
surrendered  food  is  checked  and  collected  by  the  public  cleansing  foreman 
and  is  disposed  of  under  his  supervision  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip. 

Checking  of  food  stocks  was  undertaken  on  a few  occasions  only,  mainly 
at  self-service  stores  where  comparatively  large  quantities  are  on  show  and 
can  be  sold  without  proper  checking  by  the  assistants.  A small  number  of 
‘blown’  cans  were  found  but  no  formal  action  taken. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  and  Clean  Food  Byelaws. — Apart 
from  a small  number  of  premises,  mainly  public  houses  and  clubs,  all  food 
premises  were  surveyed  in  detail  during  the  year.  Apart  from  the  survey, 
very  little  other  work  under  this  heading  could  be  carried  out  ; and  no  re- 
inspections were  made.  No  educational  activity  was  planned  or  carried  out. 

Generally  speaking,  and  allowing  for  the  fact  that  the  Regulations  only 
became  operative  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  structure,  equipping  and 
condition  of  food  premises  were  of  a good  standard,  and  in  some  cases  of  a 
very  high  standard.  As  in  the  past,  traders  were  found  willing  and  happy  to 
co-operate  with  the  Council  in  attaining  the  best  possible  standards.  Corby 
being  a new  town  doubtless  provides  an  incentive  in  this  respect. 

Because  of  the  estimated  costs  of  bringing  the  premises  up  to  the 
standards  required,  the  owner  of  a transport  cafe  agreed  to  close  the  business 
permanently.  For  similar  reasons  and  the  lack  of  adequate  room  for  expan- 
sion, a baker  decided  to  build  a new  bakehouse  in  another  part  of  the  town. 
The  open  display  of  fish,  shell-fish  and  fish  products  on  an  unprotected 
counter  in  a fishmonger’s  shop  caused  concern.  The  firm  was  not  co-operative 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  seek  a meeting  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  firm. 

Whilst  the  Council  and  the  trade  may  be  satisfied  that  the  necessary 
standards  of  structure  and  equipment  have  been  achieved  or  will  be  achieved 
in  the  near  future,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  trade  desires  to  apply  the  necessary 
principles  of  hygiene,  no  assurance  can  be  given  that  the  equipment  provided 
is  being  put  to  proper  use  and  personal  hygiene  practised  everywhere  at  all 
times.  Such  an  appraisal  could  only  be  given  if  food  premises  were  subjected 
to  frequent  ‘spot’  visits,  a desirable  practice  which  the  department  has  not 
been  able  to  carry  out.  This  is  particularly  serious  in  regard  to  catering 
establishments. 

All  plans  of  new  food  premises  submitted  under  the  Building  byelaws 
are  vetted  by  the  department,  and  the  attention  of  architects  drawn  to 
amendments  necessary  to  comply  with  legal  and  local  standards.  The  system 
has  worked  smoothly  and  with  advantage  to  all  concerned.  There  is  a need 
for  the  checking  of  new  premises  just  prior  to  their  being  opened  for  business 
to  ensure  that  vetted  plans  and  amendments  have  been  followed  and  that  the 
equipment  etc.  is  of  the  necessary  standard. 

Market  Traders,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  endeavoured  to  observe 
legal  requirements,  although  it  was  necessary  to  give  a number  of  verbal 
warnings  in  regard  to  the  display  of  unprotected  food  on  or  within  18  ins. 
of  the  ground,  and  the  prominent  display  of  names  and  addresses.  In  mid- 
year all  market  food  traders  were  given  written  warning  in  the  regard.  In 
December  one  persistent  offender  was  reported  to  the  Council  and  he  was 
subsequently  warned  that  he  risked  termination  of  his  tenancy.  Stallholders 
are  allowed  free  washing  facilities  in  the  public  conveniences  on  the  market 
square. 
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Hawkers. — Only  the  minimum  of  attention  was  given  to  mobile  shops 
and  hawkers.  Both  appear  to  have  further  reduced  in  number  during  the 
year.  Whilst  mobile  shops  were,  in  general,  provided  with  washing  facilities, 
they  were  not  always  found  satisfactory  and  it  is  doubtful  whether  they  are 
used  to  the  full. 

Ice  Cream. — The  provision  of  satisfactory  washing  and  sterilising 
facilities  on  vehicles  retailing  open  ice  cream  has  continued  to  be  enforced. 
The  attention  of  two  traders  was  drawn  to  inadequate  washing  facilities. 
One  ceased  trading  in  the  district  immediately,  the  other  shortly  afterwards. 

Apart  from  cafes,  one  or  two  retailers  sell  open  ice  cream  and  both 
have  the  necessary  washing  and  sterilising  facilities  adjacent  to  the  selling 
point.  Of  the  four  registered  manufacturers,  two  did  not  manufacture  during 
the  year,  and  the  remaining  two  used  complete  cold  mix  only. 

Since  1949,  there  has  been  a voluntary  agreement  with  local  traders  that 
where  premises  are  registered  in  order  to  retail  pre-packed  ice  cream,  if  at  a 
later  date  it  be  desired  to  sell  open  ice  cream,  the  registration  will  be 
voluntarily  surrendered  and  application  made  for  new  registration.  This  is 
to  ensure  that  adequate  washing  and  sterilising  facilities  will  be  provided  for 
the  sale  of  open  ice  cream.  One  such  surrender  and  re-registration  took  place 
during  the  year.

Milk  and  Dairies. — There  are  no  dairy  farms,  milk  producing  plants 
or  botthng  establishments  within  the  district.  All  milk  retailed  in  the  district 
is  bottled,  and  a very  high  percentage  is  pasteurised.  No  samples  of  milk 
were  taken  during  the  year. 

A firm  was  prosecuted  for  selling  pasteurised  milk  in  an  improperly 
cleaned  bottle,  and  was  given  a conditional  discharge  on  payment  of  costs. 
Another  firm  had  their  attention  drawn  to  an  unprotected  delivery  vehicle 
and  the  body  was  subsequently  provided  with  a cover.

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  number  of  Primary  Vaccinations 
carried  out  during  1956  showed  an  increase  of  111  on  the  figures  for  1955. 
Every  effort  should  be  made  to  have  as  many  infants  as  possible  vaccinated 
and  the  third  month  of  life  is  the  best  time  for  Primary  Vaccination. 

International  Vaccination. — The  International  Forms  for  Smallpox  and 
Cholera  (for  completion  by  the  doctor)  must  be  obtained  by  the  traveller 
himself  and  taken  to  the  doctor:  it  is  NOT  for  the  doctor,  or  a Local  Authority, 
or  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  supply  them.  The  forms  can  usually  be 
obtained  by  the  traveller  (free)  from  the  Company  arranging  his  transport — 
otherwise,  he  can  get  them  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Savile  Row,  London, 
W.l.  Special  attention  is  drawn  to  the  note  on  these  forms  concerning  their 
being  stamped  with  an  approved  stamp  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
after  vaccination. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

The  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken  during  the 
year. 

During  the  year  44  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  5 cases  of 
Non- Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  and  of  these  17  cases  were 
Inward  Transfers.  There  was  one  death  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and 
one  from  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis.  9 cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
were  removed  from  the  Register  as  cured  and  4 cases  of  Respiratory  and  1 
Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  removed  to  other  Districts.

It  will  be  readily  seen  that  the  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  have 
increased  from  161  to  191  and  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  from  26  to 
30,  giving  an  over  all  increase  of  34  cases. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  incidence  of  Respiratory  and  Non- 
Respiratory  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  Corby  between  1939  and  1956,  both 
years  inclusive.  It  also  shows  the  number  of  Inward  Transfers  in  these  years 
with  their  age  and  sex.  It  is  readily  seen  that  the  years  1949  to  1956  are  the 
years  effected  by  Inward  Transfers  and  that  the  greater  majority  of  cases 
suffered  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  the  female 
rate  of  Inward  Transfer  was  somewhat  higher  than  the  male  and  that  the 
ages  are  in  the  majority  under  40  years  of  age  in  both  sexes.  The  obvious 
reason  for  this  was  that  houses  were  quickly  obtainable  in  Corby  and  that 
there  is  full  employment.

This  increase  was  due  to  case  finding  by 
the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  which  visited  the  Urban  District  in  these  years.

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SECTION  G. 


WELFARE 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. — This  Act  gives  Local 
Authorities  powers  to  enable  them  to  deal  expeditiously  with  certain  cases 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  they  are  unable  to  provide 
for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people.  No  formal  action 
was  taken  under  this  Section  of  this  Act  during  the  year. 

Voluntary  Organisations. — The  following  Voluntary  Organisations 
undertake  very  useful  work  in  Corby  to  which  our  thanks  are  due  : — 

1.  Corby  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  which  is  affiliated  to  the 
National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis.  This  Com- 
mittee undertakes  the  care  and  after  care  of  patients  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  and  gives  valuable  assistance  to  patients  and  their  families 
by  the  provision  of  grants  etc.  and  they  also  visit  patients  at  home  and 
in  Sanatoria. 

2.  Corby  Nursing  Care  Committee.  The  Committee  carry  on  very 
valuable  and  generous  work  and  during  the  year  visited  90  sick  and 
chronic  sick  in  their  homes.  They  also  provide  presents  and  essentials 
for  the  sick  and  visit  the  Hospitals. 

3.  National  Spastics  Society,  Corby  and  District  Branch.  This 
Branch  of  the  National  Spastics  Society  carry  on  very  valuable  work  in 
helping  the  local  spastics  to  overcome  their  many  difficulties. 

4.  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  (W.V.S.).  The  W.V.S.  carry  on 
generous  and  valuable  public  work  in  Corby,  such  as  distribution  of 
Welfare  Foods  at  the  Clinics,  the  provision  of  clothing  and  furniture  to 
families  in  need,  and  the  distribution  of  Christmas  presents  to  these 
families.  They  also  assist  the  Social  Relations  Officer  (Stewarts  & 
Lloyds,  Ltd.)  in  collecting  for  charitable  work. 

A W.V.S.  Centre  is  now  open  in  the  Urban  District  Council  Offices  to 
help  and  advise  members  of  the  Public  who  are  in  need.
